(MOU) dated July 23, 2019, and executed by the Federal Railroad Administration and the State of California. Prior to 
the July 23, 2019 MOU, the Federal Railroad Administration was the federal lead agency. Accordingly, and per the 
above, the Authority is both the CEQA and NEPA lead agency for this project. Volume 4 of this Final EIR/EIS 
considers all comments received during the comment period and provides responses to those comments. 

This document considers, describes, and summarizes at a project level of analysis the environmental impacts of a 
proposed high-speed rail (HSR) system for intercity travel between Burbank and Los Angeles, California, that 
connects to the larger statewide HSR system. One end-to-end Build Alternative and a No Project Alternative are 
analyzed. 

Impact Avoidance and Minimization Features, along with mitigation measures, are described to guide HSR 
environmental review to avoid or minimize potential impacts.
